THURMONT, Maryland. — 
Midway through the tripartite 
summit talks at nearby Camp 
David, indications are in- 
creasing that the leaders of the 
U.S., Egypt and Israel are mak- 
ing progress in their Intensive 
search for peace in the Middle 


White House spokesman Jody 
Powell, briefing reporters yesterday 
morning, confirmed that ‘“‘progress 
does seem to have been made in 
some areas." But he then hedged by 
adding that ‘‘severa) substantial 
differences remain" unreaolved in 
the intensive negotiations. 

He cautloned that there is “simply 
no basia at this point" to the reports 
circulating that some sort of agreed 
final outcome for the summit has 
already been reached. 

The carefully phresed statement 
by Powell, which was coordinated 
with the Israeli and Egyptian 
delegations, was the firat public 
characterization of any kind regar- 
ding the course of the negotiations. 
Until yesterday, Powell had refused 
to describe in any way the develop- 
ment of the talks. 

Hie statement was apparently 
designed to shoot down some pf the 
exceasively op’ news reports 

on Friday claiming that ent 
among the three leaders now seemed 
certain, 

But Powell refused once again to 
provide any details of exactly where 
the progress had been achieved. He 
also would not spell out the “‘substan- 
tial differences" unresolved. 

He would merely say that hoth 
casea involved “important” issues 
under consideration by the three 
leaders, President Jimmy Carter, 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin and 
President Anwar Sadat. 

Privately, informed sources here 
seem to be relatively pleased by the 
first days of the-conference, special- 
ly. the improved atmosphere sur- 
rounding the talks. But they are war- 
ning that final agreement still 
remains uncertain. 

Carter, Begin and Sadat were tak- 
ing a break in their schedule to 
observe their respective religious 
traditions on Friday, the Moslem 
holy day; Saturday, the Jewish Sab- 
bath, and Sunday, the Christian day 
of rest. 

That gave everyone a chance to 
reflect on the developments to date, 
and to consider some additional 
prosposals likely to come up in the 
next few days. Well-placed sources 
said that the summit is now likely to 
last until Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Responding to a question posed by 
The Jerusalem Post on Fridhy, 
Powell confirmed that Sadat, Begin 
and Carter had established a ‘“good"' 
personal relationship during their 
three-way meetings on Wednesday 
and Thursday. Powell, who has been 
meeting the press here for a daily 
news driefing, suggested that Begin 
and Sadat had successfully over- 
come of some of the earlier tensions 
in their personal relationship, basing 
his comment on his own “‘obser- 
vations" as well as those of others. 

Bolstering the impression that 
things were going well were reports 
in the U.S. news media suggesting 
that American officials involved in 
the talks were pleased by the 

[55 so far. 
Pequoting U.S. sources. all three 
major American television networks 
— ABC, CBS and NBC — went on the 
air on Friday night with upbeat 


stories that Carter waa achieving ex- 
actly what he had set out to do early 
last month when he called for the ex- 
traordinary session. 

NBC said that the three leadera 
were likely to announce agreement 
later this week on a tuture 
“negotiating structure,” allowing 
the talks to continue after Sadat 
returns to Calro, Begin to Jerusalem 
and Carter to Washington. 

Tt said that the parties would 
probably announce that the talks 
would continue at the fore{gn 
ministers’ level and that separate 
committees would be established to 
negotiate specific issues. But these 
committees, the report continued, 
would work from an agreed set of in- 
structions formulated by Sadat, 
Begin and Carter in a statement of 
principles, 

ABC's White House correspon- 


- dent, Sam Donaldson, said that 


Carter had mended his fences with 
Begin, and now “appreciates” the 
Israel leader. Donaldson, who has 
good sources among the senior White 
House staff, said that Carter and 
Begin had improved thelr personal 
relationship because the president 
now better “understands” the prime 
minister. 

What became clear on Friday was 
that the first authoritative Rae 
to the press were made by the 
Americans, not Israe! or 
Both Egyptian and Israeli 
spokesmen and officials involved in 
the talks are strictly following the 
American injunction to avoid dis- 
closing information on the summit. 

Observers noted that it was no ac- 
cident that the three major networks 
were optimistic in their reporta on 
Friday. ‘That was obviously the 
way the White House wanted the 
story reported,"’ one well-placed 
observer said. 

There were reports also cir- 
culating on Friday that Jordan's 
King Hussein was in almost daily 
contact with Sadat, discussing the 
negotiations involving the future of 
the West Bank, which was occupied 
by Jordan between 1948 and 1967. 

But Hussein, in a telephone inter- 
view with ABC's Barbara Walters, 
denied the reparta, insisting that he 
was just as much in the dark es the 
rest of the world.as to the talks, 

Other informed sources said that 
Hussein‘s denial should be taken 
with a “grain of salt.’* They explain- 
ed that Egypt and Jordan were in 
close communication in advance of 
the summit. The Jordaniana, the 
sources added, are very interested in 
knowing what js transpiring at Camp 
David. 

The U.S. and Egypt are hoping 
that the final statement issued at 
Camp David will encourage Jordan, 
as well as the West Bank and Gaza 
Palestinians, to enter the 
negotiations at a later stage. 

While the signals were hopeful, 
there was still little evidence of the 
actual concessions apparently being 
made by Egypt and Israel. 

A report published in the Hearat 
newspaper chain on Friday that 
Begin was agreeing to a moratorium 
on the creation of new settlements in 
the West Bank was strongly dented 
by Israeli spokesmen, 

It also was denied by Powell who 
called the report “at best, unin- 
formed speculation." He insisted 
that the report was not a “leak” 
from the aummit. 

On Thursday evening, Carter, 
Sadat and thelr principal aides held 
a two-and-one-half-hour bilateral 
meeting. On Friday, Carter held 
separate one-on-one meetings with 
Begin and Sadat.

Failure conceded in bid for

BEIRUT (AP). — The President of 
American-Arab Relations Com- 
mittee conceded failure in his efforts 
to arrange a Syrian-Iraqi- 
Palestinian reconciliation summit 

conference. 

"1 ran into psychological 
obstacles,"" Dr. Mohammed Mehdi 
said in an interview. '‘The complex- 
ities of discord are so hard to undo.

Fresh from ἃ shuttle between 
Damascus and Baghdad, Mehdi 
refused to disclose details of his talks 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad 
and Iraqi President Ahmed Hassan 
el-Bakr. 

Syria and Iraq have been locked in 
a virulent war of words over 
ideological issues and economic dis- 
agreements. The two countries are 
ruled by rival wings of the same 
political organization, the Arab 
Socialist Baath Party.

250 Jerusalem pupils lack classrooms

Some 250 children attending the 
Pardes state religious elementary 
school in Jerusalem's Ramat Eshko} 
Quarter are without classrooms. 

Since’ schools reopened on 
September 1, their classes rotated in 
“educational trips."' Classes were 
also held in tents pitched in the 
schools‘s back yard and on the lawns 
of Ammunition Hill, under the pine 
trees. 

“The acute overcrowding at 
Pardes,’’ says municipality 
spokesman Rafi Davara, “must be 
seen against the background of the 
generally sad state of the religious 
atream’s schools in Jerusaien:." The 
problem is one of “integration,” and 
of "igolationism” on the part of 
religious parents in the city's 
wealthy neighbourhoods, he asserts, 

Parents. of the Pardes 
schoolchildren accuse the 
municipality of inefficiency and of 
dragging {ts heels in expanding ac- 


commodation. They also claim that 
the Pardes school is already in- 


graders who would previously have 
πο ρα in the Moriah elementary 

The parents, at a stormy meeting 
last Sunday evening to discuss the 
problem, rejected a call for a atrike. 
The meeting resolved that ‘‘the 
children muat not be sent to schools 
outside the neighbourhood.” 

Davara yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that the m 
ty refuses “to spend one extra penny 
on new for the Pardes 
school, either temporary or per- 
manent.’ 

Four sohcola — Pardes, Moriah 
and Netzer David (elementary) and 
Janogly (secondary) — serve the 
religious stream in North 
Jerusalem. “There are dozens of 
empty, unused classrooma in Netzer 
David and Janogly (both situated on 
French Hill," says Davare. “Why 
should we build more classrooms 


and waste millions of the taxpayers' 
pounds?" 

Pardes parents, however, claim 
that Janogi! lacks the seventh and 
eighth grade facilities to take in their 
children. They also fear that agree- 
ment on « temporary basis for their 
children to attend schools on French 
Hill or elsewhere would reault in the 
municipality doling nothing to 
proves more classrooms in Ramat 
Eshkol. 


Snlomo Tsahi, principal of the 
Pardes school, flatly refused to talk 
to The Post about the problem, even 
after the Education Ministry agreed 
that he might do so. 

A senior ministry officiel told this 
reporter that αὶ solution to the 
roomless 250 puplis was about to be 
found. But Pardes parents appeared 
rather less optimistic. 

The ministry agrees that # solttion 
must be found within the framework 
of the Pardes school and thet new, at 
first temporary, structures should 
be built, This is precisely what the 
municipality rejects.

About 193,000 Israclia went abroad 
in the past three months — 34 per 
cent more than in June-August last 
year, according to provisional data 
published by the Central Bureau of 
Statistica. 

Since the beginning of the year. 
305,000 Israelis have gone abroad, 
compared with 239.600 in the same 
period last year — an increase of 28 
per cent. 

In June, 39,700 Israelis went 
abroad, and in July the number 
doubled to 80,700, In August, foreign 
travel remained at nearly the sare 
level -- 72,600. 

The figures include residents of 
East Jerusalem who left for Jordan. 
via Allenby Bridge, but their number 
fell compared with last year: Instead 
of 13,000 in June-August 1977, only 
12,600 left this year. 

In an article published sevéral 
weeks ago in The Jerusalem Post, 
Deputy Finance Minfater Yeheskel 
Flomin estimated that the average 
amount of foreign currency bought 
by Israelis travelling abroad was” 
$800.

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Smith may mobilize all 
to avenge plane crash 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP). — 
Prime Minister Ian Smith is schedul- 
ed to announce in a nationwide 
broadcast tonight what he terms “a 
new course” for this country follow- 
ing the shooting down by dlack 
nationalist guerrillas of a Rhodesian 
civilian airliner. 

There is speculation the announce- 
ment will include some form of 
general mobilization amoug 
Rhodesia‘s 260,000 white minority — 
in a vengeful mood about last Sun- 
day’s air disaster in which 48 people 
died. 

Ten crash survivors were kilied by 
black raiders beside the wreckage, 
In an area heavily infiltrated by 
Guerrillas ioyai to Zambia-based 
Joshua Nkomo. 

Nkomo, whem Smith met secretly 
in Zambia last month In new moves 
to find a peace settlement, has said 
his guerrillas shot down the plane, 
but dented they slaughtered the sur- 
vivors. 

Rhodeaia's black neighbouring 
states who harbour guerrillas, par- 
ticularly Zambia and Botswana, fear 
that Smith wil) launch new cross- 
border raids. 

A war bulletin issued here yester- 
day said government troops killed 
nine guerrillas near where the 
Viscount airliner, carrying mainiy 
white vacationers, had crashed. 

The communique announced a 
total of 27 more war deaths in the 
past 24 hours, including eight 


guerrillas and “collaborators” killed | 


in other clashes, five blacks fatally 
wounded in "crossfire," and three 
black civilians reportedly killed by 
Guerrillas. 

In London, the U.S. and Britain 
yesterday urged both sides in the 
Rhodesia dispute to curtail violence 
and appealed to Smith against 
retaliation for the plane massacre. 

The appeal came in a statement 
Issued after a three-hour meeting 


between high-ranking American and 
British officials, which said both 
London and Washington remain 
“convinced that a negotiated settle- 
ment in Rhodesia can be achieved.”

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Ruthless Syrian design 
RELENTLESSLY and ruthlessly the Syrians are sustaining 
their war of attrition against the Maronite community in 
Lebanon. Their aim quite plainty is to reduce this community to 
ἃ dependent and acquiescent minority, unarmed, docile and 
given to the will and domination of Damascus. 


This campaign is itself part 


of a greater design: to reduce 


Lebanon to a Syrian fiefdom in all but name, 

Such an outcome would, of course, bring with it grave dangers 
for Israel. The Lebanese border, which since 1948 had not been a 
field of military threat, would, under Syrian dominion, become 
another potential route of attack. 

To help blunt these Syrian designs and out of sympathy with 
the beleaguered Christians in Lebanon, Israel has been offering 
aid to the Maronites. It has also sought to alarm western coun- 
tries to the plight of Lebanon's Christians, though to little avail. 


Unfortunately the situation 


of the Christians has been. 


rendered more difficult by the differences that divide them. 
Divisions of clan loyalty, geographical dispersal and 
denominational sentiment have prevented the Christians from 
forging any sort of common front. 

The Maronites who form the largest Christian group and the 
target of Syrian pressure are themselves divided in outlook and 
aim. There are no common: institutions which bind them, no 
single military force, no unified military command, no unitary 


leadership. 


This absence of any kind of consensus or concerted commune] 
policy has played into Syrian hands and has also contributed to 
the paralysis that affects what passes today for Lebanon's 


government. 


The Maronites hang on as & result of the fighting spirit and 
skill of their separate militia groups, but they Jack the common 
will to produce a more constructive strategy or policy. 

In part too they were duped, originally, into believing that the 
Syrians would come to their aid against the forces of the PLO 
which were arrayed against them in civil war. Thus they sup- 
ported the Syrian invasion, and were heartened in the be, 
when the Syrians directed their energies against the terrorists. 

But as soon asthe PLO was brought under control, the Syrians 
turned their arms against the Maronites. The principle was evi- 
dent — to wipe out any source of independent power or 
resistance to Syrian domination.

The constitutional issue was 
endlessly discussed in the first years 


of the State. The First Knesset was - 


in tact elected as a “convention” or 
“eonstituent assembly.” But it was 
unable to perform its duty (1.6. te 
frame a constitution). In June 1950 it 
adopted the weil-known Harari 
Resolution, which has since guided 
our legislators. 

Theat resolution directed the 
Constitution and Law Committee "to 
prepare for the State a draft con- 
stitution, which should be con- 
structed chapter by chapter in such 
ἃ manner that each shall {n Itself 
constitute a basic law. Hach chapter 
shail be brought before the Knesset 
as the Committee completes its 
work, and all the chapters together 
shall comprise the State 
Constitution." 

Tt was not until 1958 that the first 
such law — Basic Law: the Kreaset 


— was adopted. Later five other . 


basic laws were enacted: Basic 
Law: Israel Lands (1960); Basic 
Law: the President (1963); Basic 
Law: the Government (1988); Basic 
Law: the State Economy (1975); 
Basic Law: the Army (1976).
